would create at the north. Senator La- 
mar and the Mississippi delegation have 
indorsed Bruce on the ground that they 
would rather see al} their section repre- 
sented in the cabinet by a colored man of 
character and ability than by a disrepu- 
table white man. Bat, in Spite of this, 
no Colored man. not even Senator Bruce, 
will. be permitted to goin the cabinet. 
“’ few colored men will be appointed to 
small ofliaes here and there, and that wil] 
be the end of the matter unti] the next 
election, when, if the republicans are 
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upon the race—not because honest and 
intelligent colored men Cannot be f und 
tp fill the offices, but because the great 
ass Of northern men have neither sym- 
pathy nor respect for the negro, 

In the republican Hewspapers there has 
been and stil] is & good deal of talk about 
the suppréssion of the negro vote in the 
south. Forthe sake of argument, let us 
Say that the south is a very bad place— 
80 bad, indeed that the colored people 
are Compelled ty emigrate to New Eng- 
land, .et us pursue the subject, 
and imagine that ‘the hegroes 
are all safe and snug inthe 
New Eagland States, and that 
& general election ig to be held to-mor- 
‘row. How many negroes would vote at 
that election? - Rhode Island is a perfect 
nest of republican philanthropists, but 
no colored man could vote in Rhode 
island unless he owned what 
would be to him a considerable amount 
of rea] estate. If he failed to own this 
real estate, he Would be disfranchiged ; 
he would be deprived of what is consid- 
ered the most Precious right of Citizen- 
ship—not on account of his color, to be 
sure, but on sccount.of his misfortunes, 
Massachusetts is the home of Charles 
Summer and Wendel Phillips, but in 
Massachusetts no colored man would be 
aliowed to vote until he satis. 
fied the | managers of — elections 
that he - conld read the con 
stitution of the United States. Thou- 
sands of them would be disfranchised. 
And so with n arly all the New England 
states. In addition to this, the colored 
men would be compelled to work for em.-
